Almost  a  hal?  century  ago  we  offered  our  Giant-flowering  Mixture  as 
,  our  first  mixtuie  of  Pansy  Plants.  Since  that  time  we-have  been  constantly 
working  on  its  improvement  to  make  it  as  desirable  a  mixture  as  can  be  pro¬ 
duced  in  an  all-purpose  Pansy. 

We  now  have  what  we  consider  a  well-balanced  mixture  of  high  quality. 
The  plants  it  produces  are  healthy,  strong,  and  bloom  freely.  They  are  com¬ 
pact  in  habit  of  growth,  an  important  feature  for  bedding  Pansies,  and  prove 
equally  as  satisfactory  for  cut-flower  purposes,  as  the  stems  are  sturdy, 
stiff,  and  of  good  length.  The  flowers  are  veritable  giants,  with  velvety, 
glistening  petals.  Colors  range  from  delicate  orchid  and  yellow  to  deep 
purple,  blue  and  red.  Unquestionably,  this  Giant-flowering  Mixture  of 
Pansy  Plants  is  the  most  desirable  all-purpose  variety  obtainable.

SUGGESTIONS 

For  Growing  Pansies 

We  specialize  in  Pansy  Plants  and  in 
Pansy  Seed,  and  have  had  many  years’ 
experience  in  growing  plants  and  in  se¬ 
lecting  strains  and  varieties.  Naturally, 
we  have  learned  many  things  about 
Pansies  and  are  convinced  that  anyone 
can  succeed  in  Pansy  culture,  provided 
the  soil  is  in  good  condition  and  certain 
simple  rules  are  obeyed.  Here  is  some 
information  that  we  know  will  be  helpful. 

1.  Select  a  sunny  location,  but  if  possible  a 

place  that  will  receive  some  shade  in  the 
afternoon.  Good  garden  soil  will  be 
satisfactory,  provided  drainage  can  be 
furnished;  if  drainage  is  lacking,  raise 
the  bed  about  4  inches  above  the  sur¬ 
rounding  soil,  adding  a  considerable 
amount  of  sand  and  plenty  of  humus. 

2.  Cover  the  entire  bed  with  1  inch  or  more 

of  well-rotted  stable  manure  if  It  can  be 
obtained.  If  you  cannot  secure  stable 
manure,  use  pulverized  sheep-  or  cow- 
manure.  This  covering  should  be  turned 
under  to  a  depth  of  6  to  8  inches,  letting 
it  stand  for  several  weeks  and  dug  back 
just  before  setting  the  plants. 

3.  If  the  soil  on  the  bed  is  dry  it  should  be 

soaked  thoroughly  and  allowed  to  dry 
off  until  it  is  not  sticky;  then  pulverize 
it  to  a  depth  of  about  6  inches,  firm  it, 
and  set  the  plants  not  less  than  4  inches 
apart — a  greater  distance  if  you  have 
the  space.  They  should  be  set  only  as 
deep  as  they  were  in  the  nursery,  and 
the  crown  should  not  be  covered.  Water 
the  bed  after  planting  and  give  shade 
during  the  middle  of  the  day  until  the 
plants  are  well  rooted. 

4.  After  the  plants  have  become  well  estab¬ 

lished,  at  intervals  of  6  to  8  weeks,  give 
an  application  of  pulverized  sheep-  or 
cow-manure,  or  commercial  fertilizer, 
which  must  be  used  strictly  according  to 
directions.  Pansies  are  heavy  feeders  and 
in  order  to  have  large  and  richly  colored 
flowers  the  soil  must  be  very  rich. 

5.  After  the  ground  is  frozen  hard,  a  light 

mulch  of  hay  or  straw  will  be  required. 
Do  not  cover  the  bed  so  heavily  that  the 
plants  cannot  be  seen,  or  they  will  be 
smothered.  In  our  nursery  we  find  that 
about  the  middle  of  December  is  the 
proper  time  to  cover  the  plants. 


Please  study  these  two  pictures.  Both  are  much  reduced  from  natural 
size,  but  they  do  tell  a  real  story  of  Pitzonka’s  Pansy  Plants. 

The  first  picture  shows  the  type,  foliage,  and  the  root-growth  of  our 
Large  Pansy  Plants.  These  Large  Plants  are  a  little  older  than  the 
Regulars,  are  larger  and  better  developed,  and  therefore  bloom  quicker 
and  give  large  flowers  from  the  start.  The  Large  Plants  are  recommended 
for  greenhouse  Winter  blooming. 

One  of  Pitzonka’s  Regular  Size  Pansy  Plants  is  pictured  in  the  second 
illustration.  These  are  younger  plants,  but  are  grown  under  exactly  the 
same  conditions  and  culture  as  the  Large  Plants.  They  will  be  a  little 
longer  in  developing  but  will  give  just  as  fine  flowers  when  fully  grown. 
All  they  need  is  a  little  more  time.

BERNA.  A  Swiss  Giant  with  large,  well-formed  flowers  of  fine 
texture  in  a  striking  velvety  violet-blue,  with  dark  centers. 
CORONATION  GOLD.  The  largest  pure  golden  yellow 
introduced  so  far.  Flowers  of  heavy  texture  are  produced 
on  strong,  stiff  stems  held  well  above  the  foliage.  Given  the 
All-America  Award  of  Merit  in  1937  and  was  one  of  the 
outstanding  flower  novelties  for  that  year. 

FIRE  BEACON.  Bright  wallllower-red  with  a  touch  of 
orange.  Unusual. 

GIANT  LAVENDER.  Pleasing  shade  of  lavender  with  slight 
variation.  Flowers  of  fine  texture  borne  well  above  the  foliage 
on  strong,  stiff  stems. 

GIANT  RED.  Same  type  as  preceding,  in  shades  of  red. 
MAPLE  LEAF,  VIOLET  JEWEL.  Maple  Leaf  type  with 
the  same  heavy  foliage  and  large  flowers.  Rich  purple. 
SUPER  MAPLE  LEAF  GIANTS.  A  distinct  variety  with 
thick  foliage  and  flowers  of  heavy  substance,  4  to  5  inches 
across.  Stems  are  long  enough  to  make  it  desirable  for  cut- 
flower  purposes.  A  mixture  of  many  colors  and  color  com¬ 
binations. 

BABY  PANSIES 

Few  Pansies  are  more  lovely  than  this  Baby  type. 
In  height  it  does  not  exceed  4  inches  and  has  the 
same  compact,  bushy  growth  as  the  bedding  Violas. 
Highly  valuable  for  border  and  rockery. 

Baby  Delight.  A  light  blue  with  somewhat  waved  petals. 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Scott.  Deep  purple-violet,  shading  off  in  the 
top  petals  to  a  white  line.

FURNISHED  IN  SEPARATE  COLORS 

Frequently  the  gardener  desires  to  use  Pansy 
Plants  to  secure  an  immediate  color  scheme.  They 
are  especially  desirable  for  edging  hardy  borders,  for 
setting  around  a  bed  of  tulips,  for  use  in  the  rock- 
garden,  or  for  outlining  a  cemetery  lot  or  an  indi¬ 
vidual  grave.  Pansies  may  be  used  in  a  multitude  of 
ways,  and  these  standard  varieties  will  give  you  an 
opportunity  to  carry  out  many  garden  ideas.  All  of 
the  plants  are  compact  growers,  yet  the  stems  are  not 
so  short  as  to  render  the  blooms  useless  for  cutting. 
While  the  flowers  are  not  quite  so  large  as  those  of 
the  mixed  types,  they  will  give  a  wonderful  effect. 

Alpenglow.  Cardinal  shades,  with  dark  blotches. 

Blue  Boy.  Clear  and  pure  silvery  lilac.  A  bed  of  this  variety 
gives  an  effect  of  striking  beauty. 

Bronze.  Peculiar  shades  in  bronze. 

Giant  White.  Pure  white  flowers  somewhat  larger  than 
Snow  Queen. 

Golden  Yellow.  Rich  yellow  with  large  brown  eye. 

King  of  the  Blacks.  The  nearest  to  black  in  Pansies. 

Lake  of  Thun.  7  rue  splendid  ultramarine-blue.  The  most 
beautiful  of  all  blue  Pansies.  An  exact  duplicate  of  the 
Emperor  William  with  much  larger  flowers.  Excellent  when 
used  with  Yellow  Master. 

Lord  Beaconsheld.  Deep  purple-violet  shading  off  in  the 
top  petals  to  a  white  line.  Fine  for  graves. 

Royal.  Deep  purple;  very  pretty. 

Yellow  Master.  A  pure  golden  yellow,  like  Golden  Queen, 
but  the  flowers  are  somewhat  larger  and  of  better  form.

All  varieties  in  this  list  are  adapted  for  bedding 
purposes,  and  are  almost  indispensable  for  Spring 
gardening.  Various  eolors  can  be  selected  to  work 
out  extremely  interesting  color  schemes.  If  the  plants 
are  set  in  the  early  Fall  so  they  may  be  established 
before  freezing  weather,  they  will  give  an  abundance 
of  flowers  in  the  early  Spring.  If  dead  blossoms  are 
removed  regularly,  new  flowers  will  appear  and  the 
plants  will  continue  to  bloom  throughout  the  Sum¬ 
mer.  If  the  plants  become  too  tall  during  the  Summer 
months,  they  may  be  cut  back  and  allowed  to  pro¬ 
duce  new  foliage.  Violas  are  perfectly  hardy  and 
may  be  given  the  same  treatment  as  pansies.

ARKWRIGHT  RUBY.  Large-flowering  type.  Color  a  beau¬ 
tiful  bright  rosy  crimson,  with  terra-cotta  shadings,  making 
it  an  outstanding  variety.  It  has  the  added  attraction  of 
being  very  fragrant.  A  most  desirable  addition  to  the 
Viola  group. 

CHANTREYLAND.  After  two  years  of  careful  observation 
we  decided  to  offer  Chantreyland  instead  of  Apricot 
Queen.

We  consider  it  better 
in  every  way  than  Apricot  Queen. 

FLORARIENSIS.  An  alpine  prize  developed  by  Monsieur 
Correvon.  Mottled  blue  and  white  flowers  in  profusion 
appear  in  April  and  continue  through  the  Summer.  Fine 
for  the  rockery. 

YELLOW  GEM.  Another  large-flowered,  deep  pure  yellow. 
Plants  robust  and  very  free  flowering.

The  modern  Day-Lily  is  one  of  the  most  satis- 
lactory  garden  plants  obtainable.  They  thrive  in 
most  any  kind  of  soil,  are  not  bothered  by  bugs  or 
disease,  and  a  mature  plant  will  open  llower  after 
flower,  day  after  day,  from  a  number  of  stems,  over 
a  long  period.
